The examination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards applicable in the circumstances and included all 
procedures which were considered necessary. In the accompanying 
comments and other data incorporated in this report appear items which 
may prove of interest to you. 

Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report impartially pre. 
sent the financial position of the town and the result of its operations for 
the period designated. Recommendations have been made, which, we 
believe, are worthy of your consideration.

COMMENTS 


Re: Audit of Accounts — Town of Rome 
February 10, 1952 to February 10, 1953 


CASH 

Cash on deposit and subject to check as of February 10, 1953, was 
reconciled with the bank statement. Cash in the hands of the Treasurer 
amounted to $365.45. All receipts and disbursements were checked in 
detail and appeared to be in order. Sch. A-l. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 
This account is composed of balances due on poor disbursements 
from the State and from the Town of Hallowell. Sch. A-2. 


NOTES RECEIVABLE 

This consists of a note dated 12/18/50, written for $1,600.00, from 
Fred and Luella Robinson as part payment on the Al Stevens property 
which they purchased from the town. Payments of $30.00 per month 
are made on this note. The balance due as of February 10, 1953, 
amounts to $850.00. Sch. A-3. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The 1952 tax commitment book was added and found in agreement 
with the warrant of commitment and the valuation book. Collections 
and abatements were checked and balances outstanding were listed in 
detail. Sch. A-10. Collections and credits for prior years’ taxes were 
checked and those remaining unpaid were listed. Sch. A-10. 


TAX LIENS 

All transactions in the lien accounts were examined. An amount 
of $11.20 was charged off to surplus; this amount is composed of balances 
of $9.20 on the 1937 and 1938 James Poulin liens and an error of $2.00 
on the 1950 William King lien. Unredeemed liens are listed in detail 
in Sch. A-11. 


TAX DEEDS 


During the year under examination there was no change in this 
account. Sch. A-9.

NOTES PAYABLE 

This account shows a balance of $391.43 on a 344°/ note dated 
10/20/50, written for $1,391.43 and held by the Depositors Trust Co, 
Oakland, Me. This is known as the Meadow Stream Bridge Note. 
Sch. A-4. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE ) 
This account shows $0.06 due E. L. Blaisdell, the 1952 excise tax 
collector, which amount he overdeposited. Sch. A-5, 


DUE GOVERNMENTAL AGENCIES 

The balances represent money in the hands of the Treasurer which 
have not been remitted on withholding taxes and Maine Teachers’ 
Retirement. Sch. A-6. 


TRUST FUNDS 

All trust funds were examined; these are deposited in savings 
accounts. It was found that expenditures exceeded income by $0.10. 
Sch. A-12. 


SURPLUS 
During the 1952 fiscal year there was a net increase amounting to 
$2,870.72 in the unappropriated surplus. Exh. E. 


GENERAL 

Corporate surety bonds were furnished by the tax collectors and 
treasurer. 

Excise collections were checked and it was found that the collector 
had overdeposited $0.06 on sheet #5. This was set up as an account 
payable. It was noted that in some cases more than one transfer was 
allowed by the collector and that the reduced rate after Sept. 1 was not 
always used. 

Vouchers and payrolls were testchecked and as far as could be as- 
certained from this examination, all appeared to be proper charges. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT, 

Balances due on taxes receivable for prior years be reviewed and 
either those of doubtful nature be charged off or a reserve for collection 
be set up. 

Balances due on tax liens of 1949 and prior years be reviewed. 
Proper liens should be transferred to tax acquired property and those 
not in order should be charged off.

CASH 

Cash on deposit and subject to check as of February 6, 1954 was 
reconciled with the bank statement. Cash in the hands of the Treas- 
urer amounted to $1,180.33. All Receipts and Disbursements were 
checked in detail and appeared to be in order. Sch. A-l. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 
This account is composed of balances due on poor disbursements 
from the State and from the town of Hallowell. Sch. A-2. 


NOTES RECEIVABLE 

This consists of a note dated 12/ 18/50, written for $1,600.00, from 
Fred and Luella Robinson as part payment on the Al Stevens property 
which they purchased from the town. Payments of $30.00 per month 


are made on this note. The balance due as of February 6, 1954, 
amounts to $490.00. Sch. A-3. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The 1953 tax commitment book was added and found in agreement 
with the warrant of commitment and the valuation book. Collections 
and abatements were checked and balances outstanding were listed in 
detail. Sch. A-8. Collections and credits for prior years’ taxes were 
checked and those remaining unpaid were listed. Sch. A-8. 


TAX LIENS 

All transactions in the lien accounts were examined. An amount 
of $22.09 was charged off to surplus; this amount is composed of ’36 
and ’37 Calvin Dow liens $12.45 and ’37, 39 and ’41 Leland Tracy liens 
$9.64.

Report of Public Health Nursing 
FOR THE TOWN OF ROME 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1953 


Since the resignation of the Public Health Nurse formerly serving 
your town, Rome has been covered on an emergency basis. Service to 
you has been limited because the nurse serving your town has also been 
covering additional territory. In September of this year another nurse 
was assigned. As you must realize, it takes some time to become ori- 
entated to a new area. Time, used in this manner, is essential to build 
up relationships in the community so that a good, workable health 
program can be carried on. 

Home visits have been made to infants, preschools, and school chil- 
dren as health problems have been made known to us. Services of the 
Crippled Children, Cardiac, and Pediatric clinics have been made avail- 


able to infants and children in your community, and home visits have 


been made when indicated. 

During the summer months three Child Health Conferences were 
held at the Grange Hall. The total attendance was 56. Each child 
was offered a physical examination, and immunizations were com- 
pleted as follows: Smallpox 1, diphtheria 26, whooping cough 26, and 
tetanus 26. Child Health Conferences are a valuable service to any 
community since good health is so vitally important. Many deviations 
from normal are dependent upon early recognition and treatment for 
successful correction. Children found to be in need of medical care 
are referred to their family physician. 

Since the Child Health Conferences are available only to infants 
and pre-schools, it would seem that there is need in the community 
for a school immunization program. Then this protection through 
immunization against some communicable diseases would be made 
available to the school children in the community, too. 

Audiometer testing was done in all the schools from the fourth 
grade up. (Grades one, two, and three are done by using the whisper 
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method.) A total of 39 tests were given. Out of this number 5 showed 
apparent hearing defect. Too much stress cannot be put upon the im- 
portance of good vision and acute hearing, for without these a child 
may be severely handicapped in performing to the best of his or her 
ability. Following the audiometer testing, home visits were made in 
behalf of children where indicated. It should be understood that test- 
ing of both eyes and ears is done as a screening process only. If a 
child appears to be having difficulty, then he should be taken to a 
physician for further examination. 

Suggestions for 1954 include continuing Child Health Conferences, 
more extensive home visiting, and the organization of an immunization 
program in the schools. 

I would like to take this opportunity to extend my gratitude for 
your fine cooperation.

Insofar as could 
be ascertained within the scope of the examination, the financial tran- 
sactions of the Town appear to have been appropriately handled. 

Exhibits and Schedules incorporated in this report present the re- 
sult of the financial operations of the Town for the period designated.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF ROME 
FEBRUARY 7, 1954 to FEBRUARY 10, 1955 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Rome has been 
completed for the municipal year ended February 10, 1955. The audit 
included an examination of the records maintained by the Assessors, 
Selectmen, Tax Collector, and Town Treasurer. 


As a result of the audit, the following suggestions are submitted 
for the consideration of the Town Offcers: 


The Treasurer should reconcile her check book balance 
monthly with her cash book balance. In making this recon- 
ciliation, the consolidated school fund should not be considered 
as this is a capital reserve fund not under the control of the 
Selectmen. 


A trial balance of the Selectmen’s Ledger should be taken 
monthly. 


Tax liens must contain an adequate description of the 
property upon which the lien is placed. It appears that the 
validity of at least one 1953 lien might be questioned due to in- 
adequate description. 


Poll taxes should be committed to the Tax Collector in 
the original commitment, and not committed at a later date 
in a supplemental certificate of commitment. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions as well 
as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The result of the 
years operations revealed that expenditures exceeded available funds 
by $994.66. The principal reason for this overdraft was the necessity 
for unusually large expenditures in the highway account due to damage 
caused by hurricanes in the early fall. While an undetermined amount 
of money may yet be received by the Town from governmental agencies 
to meet these expenses, it was felt unwise to set up an account receiv- 
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able since no written confirmation of this could be obtained. If re- 
ceived these additional hurricane relief funds could be credited directly 
to surplus since this account has been charged with the highway over- 
draft. Unexpended and overdraft balances are summarized as follows: 


Overdrafts $3,378 30 

Unexpended Balances 2,383 64 | 

Net Overdrafts $994 66 
ASSETS 


The cash balance of $10,536.91 was reconciled with the bank state- 
ment furnished by the depository. Detail is shown in Schedule A-l. 

Transactions affecting other assets were reviewed. Unpaid accounts 
were reconciled with the balances shown on the records of the Select- 
men. 

It is felt that the list of outstanding tax liens should be thoroughly 
reviewed to determine the value of some of the older items. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

The examination of the departmental accounts revealed that the 
net unexpended balances carried forward to the ensuing year totaled 
$2,110.61, an increase of $4,378.08 over the previous year. Overdrafts 
brought forward from the previous year of $1,501.03 in the State Aid 
Road account and $766.44 in the combined school accounts changed 
during the year to a net unexpended balance of $2,088.34 in the ee 
accounts. (Exhibit D). 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $11,027.23 at the year 
end, a net decrease of $1,994.66. This decrease was caused principally 
by the excess of expenditures over available funds of $994.66 plus an 
appropriation from surplus of $1,000.00 approved by the townspeople 
at the annual town meeting. 


TRUST FUNDS 

The examination of cemetery trust funds revealed that principals 
totaled $1,240.69 at the year end. Income of $22.27 was withdrawn 
from the passbooks and deposited in the general account during the 
year. This money was not expended for the specified purpose of caring 
for the lots specified and is therefore reserved and carried forward to 
the ensuing year. (Exhibit D). 

The Ida T. Hersom fund in the amount of $250.00 was eee 


during the year and deposited in a savings account at the Waterville 
Savings Bank.

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CAPITAL RESERVE FUND 
The Consolidated School Fund was set up as a capital reserve fund 
in the balance sheet. At the year end this fund totaled $5,051.98, an in- 
crease of $3,051.98 as compared with the previous year. This increase 
is accounted for by an appropriation of $2,000.00 made at the annual 
town meeting plus $1,000.00 transferred from surplus and _ interest 
earned on this account of $51.98. 


GENERAL 
Insurance and Bond policies were not submitted for examination, 
but evidence that such coverage is in effect was indicated by payments 
recorded in the Selectmen’s records.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Rome has been 
completed for the municipal year ended February 4, 1956. The audit 
included an examination of the records maintained by the Assessors, 
Selectmen, Treasurer, and Tax Collector, and the town meeting records 
of the Town Clerk. 

The examination included a review of cash transactions as well as 
an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The result of the years 
operations showed that available funds exceeded expenditures by 
$3,597.02 (Exhibit D). Unexpended and overdraft balances are sum- 


marized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $4,238 71 

Overdrafts 641 69 

Net Unexpended Balances $3,597 02 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


Invoices supporting payments made by the treasurer 
should be systematically filed and available for later 
reference and audit. 


ASSETS 

The cash balance of $13,043.61 was reconciled with a statement of 
the depository, Depositors Trust Company, Oakland, Maine. Cash 
was counted as the audit date and reconciled with the closing date. The 
treasurer’s cash receipts and deposits were compared for the entire period. 

Transactions affecting other assets were reviewed. Unpaid accounts 
were reconciled with balances shown on the records of the selectmen. 
Letters of verification were utilized to determine the correctness of Ac- 
counts Receivable, Taxes Receivable and Tax Liens outstanding at the 
year’s end. 
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LIABILITIES 
The only recorded liability of the Town at the year end was an 
amount of $129.88 representing withholding tax deductions due the 
Director of Internal Revenue. (Schedule A-6). 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

The examination of the operative accounts (Exhibit D) revealed 
that the net unexpended balances carried forward to the ensuing year 
totaled $690.71, and represented school department and trust fund bal- 
ances carried forward in compliance with statutory requirements. 

The unappropriated surplus at the year end totaled $14,624.25, an 
increase of $3,597.02 as compared with the preceding year. This in- 
crease was occasioned by the excess of available funds over expenditures. 


TRUST FUNDS 
The examination of Trust Fund operations revealed that principals 
totaled $1,240.69 at the year end. Income of $28.85 was transferred to 
the general fund during the year and is reserved for future use in com- 
pliance with the conditions of the various trusts (Exhibit D). 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUNDS 
At the year end the Consolidated School fund totaled $7,213.56, 
an increase of $2,161.58 as compared with the preceding year. This 
increase was occasioned by an appropriation of $2,000.00 and interest 


earned by the time deposit of $161.58. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records were checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed as it pertained to the handling of cash, and other 
matters of financial concern. External verifications were utilized to 
determine the correctness of recorded assets. Receipts, vouchers, and 
cancelled checks were reviewed for a selected period, and major fluctu- 
ations in receipts and expenditures over previous years were reviewed. 
Monthly analyses of receipts and deposits, were completed. Insurance 
and bond coverages were reviewed and listed. Time deposit books 
covering the investment of trust and capital reserve funds were exam- 
ined. Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the copies 
of the receipts retained by the collector. 
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Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to the 


extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial position of the Town at February 
4, 1956, and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

Treasurer 

All receipts issued by the Treasurer were checked in detail to the 
Treasurer’s Cash Account. All Receipts were promptly deposited. The 
Treasurer’s Bank Balance was reconciled with January 31, 1957, bank 
Statement from Depositors Trust Company. This reconciliation 1s 
shown in Exhibit “E”. . 

The undeposited cash was verified by actual count by your auditor 
at the close of business January 31, 1957. 

A schedule of outstanding checks was made, and with few excep- 
tions all outstanding checks are of recent date. 

Properly approved Warrants have been drawn to cover all Dis- 
bursements made by the Treasurer, and amounts disbursed are shown 
against Appropriations in Exhibit “D”. 

Trust Funds Investments in the custody of the Treasurer were 
verified with various banking institutions. Totals of the Funds will 
be found in Schedule 4. 

Tax Liens in the hands of the Treasurer were verified with books. 
All Payments of liens during the year were found to have been applied 
against the proper items. 


Tax Collector 

The 1956 commitment of taxes was found to be in agreement with 
the Commitment Warrant to the Collector and with records of 
Assessors. Supplemental taxes have also been properly committed. 

Abatements were properly approved. 

Automobile Excise Taxes Collected were verified from the triplicate 
copy of the receipts, and all collections were properly deposited with 
the Treasurer. By vote of the Town, $1,000 of these taxes was credited 
to Long Pond Road and the balance to Contingents Fund. 

Tax Liens were taken on unpaid real estate taxes for 1955, 

Unpaid taxes for 1956 and prior years have been verified by an 
itemized check of Commitments. 


General 
A check to the extent deemed necessary was made of invoices and 


payrolls against items on the Warrants, all of which appeared to have 
been properly recorded. 
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Individual payroll records for tax purposes appear to be sufhcient 
and all taxes withheld have been paid according to law. Proper returns 
have been filed, and W-2’s were issued to employees. 

My only external verification made at the close of this fiscal year 
was with Banks to reconcile the Cash Balance and Trust Funds. No 
external verification of outstanding 1956 taxes was made. These will 
appear in detail in current Town Report.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, I have audited the records of the 
Town of Rome for the fiscal year ended January 31, 1958, and submit 
the attached Exhibits and supporting Schedules reflecting the municipal 
operations for the period, and the financial conditions at the close of 
the year. 

My examination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards and accordingly included such tests of the accounting 
records and such other auditing procedures as I considered necessary 
in the circumstances. Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope 
of the examination, the financial affairs of the Town appear to have 
been appropriately handled with such exceptions as may be noted in the 
accompanying Comments. 

In my opinion, the accompanying Exhibits and Schedules fairly 
present the result of the financial operations of the Town for the year 
ended January 31, 1958, in conformity with generally accepted account- 
ing principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding 
year.

COMMENTS 


Treasurer 

All receipts issued by the Treasurer were checked in detail to the 
Treasurer’s Cash Account. All Receipts were promptly deposited. The 
Treasurer’s Bank Balance was reconciled with January 31, 1958, Bank 
Statement from Depositors Trust Company. This reconciliation is shown 
in Exhibit “E”. 

Properly approved Warrants have been drawn to cover all Dis- 
bursements made by the Treasurer, and amounts disbursed are shown 
against Appropriations in Exhibit “D”. 

Trust Funds Investments in the custody of the Treasurer were veri- 
fied with various banking institutions. Totals of the Funds will be found 
in Schedule 4. 

Tax Liens in the hands of the Treasurer were verified with books. 
All Payments of liens during the year were found to have been applied 
against the proper items. 


Tax Collector 

The 1957 commitment of taxes was found to be in agreement with 
the Commitment Warrant to the Collector and with records of As- 
sessors. Supplemental taxes have also been properly committed. 

Abatements were properly approved. 

Automobile Excise Taxes Collected were verified from the tripli- 
cate copy of the receipts, and all collections were properly deposited 
with the Treasurer. By vote of the Town, $500 of these taxes was 
credited to Drury Road and the balance to Contingent Fund. 

Tax Liens were taken on unpaid real estate taxes for 1956. 

Unpaid taxes for 1957 and prior years have been verified by an 
itemized check of Commitments. 


General 

A check to the extent deemed necessary was made of invoices and 
payrolls against items on the Warrants, all of which appeared to have 
been properly recorded. 

Individual payroll records for tax purposes appear to be sufficient 
and all taxes withheld have been paid according to law. Proper returns 
have been filed, and W-2’s were issued to employees. 

Through a misunderstanding, Social Security was deducted from 
Town employees engaged in building the new school house. I have 
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therefore set up Schedule 8 showing the amount which must be refunded 
to employees when repayment is received from the Social Security De- 
partment. The matching amount paid by the Town has been shown 
as a credit to the Consolidated School Fund, Schedule 7. 

I would suggest that all checks which are one year or more old be 
cancelled. If, in the future, one of these old checks should be presented 
for payment a new check could be issued to take its place. 

My only external verification made as at the close of this fiscal 
year was with Banks to reconcile the Cash Balance and Trust Funds. 
No external verification of outstanding 1957 taxes was made. These will 
appear in detail in current Town Report. 


Town Records 

The Town books and records were generally found to be in good 
condition, and all adjustments necessary to bring them into agreement 
with this report have been made.

Rome may well be proud of the New Elementary School. At this 
writing there are still many things that are not right, but I feel sure 
that these difficulties will disappear as the year advances. We all know 
that there has been trouble with the roof, basement, and other trouble 
spots, but we hope and trust that these things will be overcome; jand 
here is hoping that we may all work together for the improvements 
needed as play ground fixed up or graded, furniture for the clinic or 
teachers’ room, and equipment for lunch facilities as stove, refrigerator, 
dishes, etc. 

You folks as the taxpayers of this town must decide what you 
want to see done and how much you want to spend each year. 

Most Maine folks have heard or read something about the new State 
Education Law that was passed in the revised form by the Special ses- 
sion of the State Legislature in January of this year. Among its pro- 
visions is one that has to do with the formation of School Administra- 
tive Districts and even though you are well provided with space for 
your elementary students, I urge you to study the provisions of this 
law and consider the possibility of joining some group of towns for ed- 
ucational purposes. It might work out to your financial advantage and 
lead to you having something to say about the education of your sec- 
ondary students. 

This new Education Law also has a minimum salary law in it that 
requires the salary of each teacher to be raised at least $300 a year until 
the teacher is at the State minimum or you lose subsidy. It also pro- 
vides that if you hire a new teacher you must place her at the proper 
place in the pay scale immediately. 

The budget was prepared to the best of my ability and has been 
studied by the School Committee. It does include the amounts for the 
raises for your teachers of $300, but it does not take into consideration 
the possibility of finding a new teacher and putting him on the step that 
would be necessary. The transportation question is a hard one to 
solve and we have tried to find some way to make it more bearable for 


¢ 
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you, but you do have a number of children to transport and we have 
tried to do our best. If any of you have suggestions we would be glad 
to hear about them. 

We have a bill for curtains that did not get here in time to pay out 
of this year’s appropriations and we will have cleaning supplies and 
other janitorial supplies to purchase to keep this building looking the 
way it should. You are faced with more expense for janitorial service. 

As for the figures in the budget, each one was given careful con- 
sideration and I assure you that I shall spend only that money which I 
and your School Committee feel to be for the good of your children. | 
am as interested as you to save money where we can and to run the 
schools as efficiently as possible. 

I realize that the final decision on money is in your hands and I will 
try to do the best that I can with amounts raised. The figures in the 
budget are carefully considered estimates of the amounts needed to 
operate your schools. | 

I have been happy to serve as your Superintendent since July 1 and 
realize there are many things that I have to learn about the operation 
of a school system, but I will try to do everything in my power to 
operate an efficient school program for you and the children of Rome.

FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1957 


Health is the state of well-being that prevails when all the body 
processes, physical, mental, and emotional, are working together har- 
moniously so that one can meet the demands of life capably and 
serenely. 

It is the responsibility of each citizen to protect the health of their 
own family group, and to contribute to the promotion of healthier and 
more wholesome conditions in the community in which they live. 

During the past year the following health services have been made 
available in your community. Three Child Health Conferences were 
held with a total attendance of 31. Physical examinations were given, 
and immunizations against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, and 
polio were offered. as 

In January a polio clinic was held at which time 31 children re- 
ceived their third polio vaccinations and 23 their first polio vaccinations. 
In February another clinic was held at which time 23 second polio vac- 
cinations were given. : | 

Audiometer testing will be done in the school as soon as the audio- 
meter is available. 

Home visiting has been continued on a Health Supervision basis, 
to all age groups. Services of the Crippled Children, Cardiac, and 
Pediatric Clinics have been made available to children in your com- 
munity. This year a new clinic for Mentally Retarded Pre-school chil- 
dren was added to the services. This clinic provides for diagnosis and 
evaluation of the child’s physical and mental condition, so that con- 
structive plans for their future may be made. Broadly speaking it is 
the birthright of every child to be given the opportunity to develop his 
capabilities to the utmost. 
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Your public health nurse is always pleased to participate in any 
health program which your town may wish to sponsor. It has been a 
pleasure working with all those who gave so generously of their time 
and services helping with the program during 1957.

During the past year a series of Child Health Conferences were- 
held at the new Elementary School. Physical examinations and im- 
munizations against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, polio, and 
smallpox were given to infants and preschool children. 

During March and April, 2 clinics were held at the school, at which 
time immunization against polio was made available to both school 
children and adults. | 

Individual hearing tests were done on each student with the Maico 
audiometer. An active school health record is kept on each student. 

Home visiting has been continued on a health supervision basis, 
to all age groups. 

Many services exist within the State which all contribute directly 
to your health program, such as Maternal and Child Health, Services for 
Crippled Children, Mental Health, Mental Retardation, Tuberculosis 
Control and Services for the Blind,

During the past year some of the defects in your new school have 
been corrected but we are still having trouble with the roof. The people 
who put the roof on have promised to make it tight as soon as con- 
ditions are such that they can work on it. In the meanwhile we are 
plagued with numerous leaks which are doing the ceilings no good. 
We are trying to find why some of the timbers are sagging so much and 
I hope we will have better reports soon. 
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We badly need new desks and chairs in the upper grade room. 
Present desks are worn badly and are hard on the floor. I hope that a 
start may be made in improving the grounds so that more adequate 
playgrounds may be provided. The amount of work that may be ac- 
complished is up to the voters of the town. 

I believe that as a whole the educational advancement of your 
children has been greater this year because their work has not been in- 
terrupted as much as last year because of moving in January of 1958. 

I feel that the teachers are doing a good job and with the coopera- 
tion of all, more improvement may be secured. 

The budget was prepared with the welfare of your children in mind 
and has been studied by your School Committee and Selectmen. It is 
generally agreed that the amounts requested are felt to be necessary for 
the operation of your schools. I will certainly try to make any saving 
that will not interfere with the educational program.

Treasurer 

All receipts issued by the Treasurer were checked in detail to the 
Treasurer's Cash Account. All Receipts were promptly deposited. The 
Treasurer’s Bank Balance was reconciled with January 31, 1959, Bank 
Statement from Depositors Trust Company. This reconciliation is 
shown in Exhibit “E”. 

Properly approved Warrants have been drawn to cover all Dis- 
bursements made by the Treasurer, and amounts disbursed are shown 
against Appropriations in Exhibit “ D”. 

Trust Funds Investments in the custody of the Treasurer were 
verified with various banking institutions. Totals of the Funds will be 
found in Schedule 3. 

Tax Liens in the hands of the Treasurer were verified with books. 
All Payments of liens during the year were found to have been applied 
against the proper items. 


Tax Collector 

The 1958 Commitment of taxes was found to be in agreement with 
the Commitment Warrant to the Collector and with records of Assessors. 
Supplemental taxes have also been properly committed. 

Abatements were properly approved. 

Automobile Excise Taxes Collected were verified from the triplicate , 
copy of the receipts, and all collections were properly deposited with the 
Treasurer. By vote of the Town, all of these taxes were credited to the 
Contingent Fund. 

Tax Liens were taken on unpaid real estate taxes for 1957. 

Unpaid taxes for 1958 and prior years have been verified by an 
itemized check of Commitments. 


General 

A check to the extent deemed necessary was made of invoices and 
payrolls against items on the Warrants, all of which appeared to have 
been properly recorded. 

Individual payroll records for tax purposes appear to be sufficient 
and all taxes withheld have been paid according to law. Proper returns 
have been filed, and W-2’s were issued to employees. 
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My only external verification made as.at the close of this year was 
with Banks to reconcile the Cash Balance and Trust Funds. No external 
verification of outstanding 1958 taxes was made. These will appear in 
detail in current Town Report.
